SITUATION 

(Slide 1) It was daytime and the weather was clear, and the 2-lane north-south asphalt road was 
dry and free of defects. (Slide 2) Case vehicle (A) was traveling south, and vehicle (B) was 
traveling north on the 2-lane road. The driver of case vehicle (A) did not see vehicle (B) and 
attempted to make a left turn in front of vehicle (B) onto a two-lane east- west road. Vehicle (B) 
was unable to stop in time and struck case vehicle (A) in the right side with its right front. (Slide 
3) After the first impact, case vehicle (A) rotated clockwise, exited the road surface, and (slide 4) 
came to rest facing south on the northeast corner of the intersection. The driver, right-front, and 
rear-center occupants of case vehicle (A) were taken to a regional level-one trauma facility, 
where they were treated for injuries and released the same day. The three occupants of vehicle 
(B) did not report any injuries. Both vehicles were towed due to damage. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 5) Damage to case vehicle (A) was severe. (Slide 6) Direct damage began 26-cm rearward 
of the center of the right-front wheel and extended 255 cm to the rear, and included the upper 
portion of the B-pillar. (Slide 7) The maximum crush was 47 cm to the forward portion of the 
right-rear door. 

(Slide 8) Damage to vehicle (B) was moderate. (Slide 9) The direct damage to vehicle (B) began 
45-cm to the right of the left-front bumper corner and extended 105 cm across the front bumper, 
resulting in 67 percent vehicle overlap. (Slide 10) The maximum crush was 27 cm and occurred 
at the right-front bumper corner. (Slide 11) There was no change to the left or (slide 12) right 
wheelbase. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program, (slides 13, 14, 15 and 16) and crush 
profiles measured for case vehicle (A) and (slides 17, 18, 19 and 20) vehicle (B), the following 
impact severities were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 

Exterior 

(Slide 21) On the right side, the upper and lower portions of the B-pillar, and the front and rear 
doors were crushed inward. (Slide 22) The right fender, the right upper and lower A- and C- 
pillars, (slide 23) the right roof siderail, the right roof, and the right quarter panel were deformed. 
(Slide 24) The right-side doors were jammed closed. The right-side glass was broken out. The 
right wheelbase was decreased 3 cm. 

In the front, (slide 25) the right turn signal lens was broken out. (Slide 26) The right portion of 
the windshield was cracked due to upper A-pillar deformation. (Slide 27) There was no damage 
to the engine compartment. 

(Slides 28 and 29) There was no left-side damage, and no significant change to the left 
wheelbase. 

(Slide 30) There was no damage to the rear of the vehicle. 

Interior 

This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags, and (slides 
31, 32 and 33) both deployed in this right-side impact. (Slide 34) There was no damage to the 
driver airbag, but the fabric of the passenger airbag had several small holes on the right side 
caused by broken glass. (Slides 35 and 36) There was no damage to the steering-wheel or (slide 
37 and 38) passenger airbag module covers. (Slide 39) There was no damage to the steering- 
wheel rim or (slide 40) spokes. 



(Slide 41) In the driver area, the roof structure was slightly deformed and buckled upward. 



(Slide 42) In the center-front passenger area, (slides 43 and 44) the center console armrest was 
broken and deflected to the right. 

In the right-front passenger area, (slide 45) the A-pillar, the headliner, (slide 46) the roof siderail, 
the right windshield top molding, the roof structure, the roof, (slide 47) the upper and lower B- 
pillar, and the interior door panel, hardware, and armrest were damaged. The door glass was 
broken out. The right-front seat cushion and backrest were damaged and (slide 48) the seat was 
deflected rearward and to the left. 

(Slides 49 and 50) In the right-rear passenger area, the sill, the right-rear seat cushion, the right- 
rear seatback, the roof siderail, the C-pillar, and the interior door panel, armrest, and hardware, 
were all damaged. The door glass was broken out. The right-rear seat cushion and backrest were 
damaged and the seat was deflected to the left.

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

(Slide 56) The 5-ft, 7-in, 165-lb, 32-year-old female driver was wearing the three-point belt, and 
(slide 57) the frontal-impact airbag deployed in this right-side impact. (Slide 58) There was a 
webbing imprint on the plastic D-ring, (slide 59) and plastic transferred to the belt webbing from 
the D-ring are indicators of belt use at the time of the crash. 



On impact, the driver moved to the right and slightly forward relative to the vehicle interior. 
(Slide 60) Her face contacted the airbag as evidenced by a lipstick imprint on the top-right 



portion of the airbag fabric. She sustained a contusion to her left shoulder, probably due to 
loading by the shoulder belt. She sustained a contusion to her right hip, probably due to contact 
with the center console armrest, (slides 61 and 62) as evidenced by the broken console, or 
possibly due to contact with the seatbelt latching mechanism. She sustained contusions to her 
left knee and leg, probably due to contact with the knee bolster. She sustained contusions to her 
right knee and leg, probably due to contact with the knee bolster, or possibly due to contact with 
the vertical console, (slide 63) although there were no witness marks for these injuries. 

(Slide 64) The 5-ft, 10-in, 170-lb, 35-year-old male, right-front passenger was wearing the three- 
point belt and (slide 65) the frontal-impact airbag deployed in this right-side impact. (Slide 66) 
There were no witness marks on the plastic D-ring, but the belt was trapped by the crushed B- 
pillar in the extended mode and there were bloodstains on the belt webbing, indicating that the 
belt was pulled out and in use at the time of the crash. 

On impact, the right-front passenger moved to the right and slightly forward relative to the 
vehicle interior. He sustained two small lacerations to the pinna of the right ear, probably due to 
flying broken glass. He sustained an abrasion to his forehead above the right eyebrow, probably 
due to flying broken glass or possibly due to contact with the airbag. He sustained a contusion to 
the right side of his chest, probably from contact by the right-front door interior, (slides 67 and 
68) as evidenced by a scuff-mark on the right-front door interior, or possibly due to loading by 
the shoulder belt. (Slide 69) The right-front door interior armrest was damaged from occupant 
contact, but no corresponding injuries were reported. (Slides 70 and 71) There were holes in the 
roof siderail fabric, but no injury was associated with this potential contact. 

(Slide 72) The 2-ft, 8-in, 24-lb, 17-month-old female, center-rear passenger was restrained by the 
five-point harness in an (slides 73, 74 and 75) Evenflo, forward-facing child seat, that was 
properly secured on the vehicle seat by the vehicle lap belt, (slide 76) but without the top tether. 
The lap belt had reportedly been cinched tight and secured by a metal locking clip. 

On impact, the center-rear infant passenger moved to the right and slightly forward relative to the 
vehicle interior, but was held in place by the child safety seat. She sustained multiple small 
lacerations to her face, probably due to flying broken glass. She sustained a deep 3-cm laceration 
to her right forehead through the frontalis muscle to the skull, probably due to flying broken 



glass, or possibly from contact with the side wing of the child safety seat. She also sustained an 
abrasion to the cornea of the right eye, probably from contact with the side wing of the child 
safety seat, or possibly due to flying broken glass. 

The following tables and attached drawings (slides 77, 78 and 79) summarize the injuries for the 
three occupants of case vehicle (A).
